BLOWN OUT TO S tA . 
BE CAREFUL. 


BelpleM Birds That At « Driven to Death 
hy Fierce Galea. 


Birds driven before the wind are toss­ 
ed about relentlessly, and they raroly 
recover their balanoe after once being 
caught by the gale. Shore birds are 
either dashed upon the waves and made 
to swim for their lives or they are hurl­ 
ed violently against trees or other ob­ 
jects and killed. Shore birds, when fao- 
ing a gale, will take every advantage of 
trees, houses and hills as defenses 
against the wind. They will close their 
wings and sink so close to the ground 
as to get the protecting shelter of a 
hedge fence, and then swoop up again 
with renewed headway. They frequent­ 
ly advance before the gale by a series 
of side evolutions, flying at right angles 
to the wind until they have attained con 
siderable velocity, and then wheeling 
about straight against the wind and 
making some headway before it over­ 
comes them. This operation is repeated 
continually until the desired place is 
reached. 


During our fall and early winter 
gales partridges and quail are quite fre 
quently blown out to sea by a strong 
hurricane, where some of them have 
been picked up by fishermen. In nearly 
all such instances they are caught by 
the gale when high in the air, and be 
fore they can recover themselves they 
are hurried out beyond the shore and 
dropped into the water. 
With their 
plumage soaked with the spray they in 
stantly become helpless and cannot 
reach the shore in the face of the wind. 
On our inland lakes and rivers this is a 
more common sight than along the 
ocean shore. 


When once blown out to sea, the 
shore birds have little chance of escape. 
Unable to battle against the heavy 
wind, they yield themselves to their 
fate and drift about until the storm 
subsides. By that time they are likely 
to bo so far from shore that they cannot 
reach it again, and they either fly or 
swim until they starve to death or die 
of exhaustion. Their dead botlics, along 
with those of the hapless gulls, terns 
and herons, aro finally drifted upon 
some shore, where the waves leave them 
high and dry. After every heavy storm 
hundreds of such luckless victims csin 
be found on the beaches of our Atlantic 
coast.—Our Animal Friends.

afternoon Mrs. R. M. 
Jones, Mrs. J. M. Allmendinger and 
Mrs. J. T. Owens met at the home of 
the latter and spent several hours in 
arriving at a decision. The names of 
the authors of the various bills of fare 
were unknown to the judges and one 
was distinguished from another simply 
by the number it bore. The papers 
were numbered from 1 to 42. 


The lirst thing the judges did was to 
decide that no dinner should take the 
prize unless it contained a turkey. 
This decided, several excellent menus 
with allowances for ducks or chickens 
were cast aside. Some of these were 
exceptionally well prepared and calcu­ 
lated to make the best fed person hun­ 
gry, but the rule that a turkey was the 
oroper meat for Christmas barred them 
out of the race for consideration. The 
most neatly gotten up bill of fare, bound 
in book form with the menu on one 
pae^e, the articles necessary to purchase 
on the next, and the directions for the 
preparation of the dishes on following 
pages, bore the number 1. It was the 
work of Mrs. F. F. Frattandthe judges 
wanted this to receive special mention, 
liut it didn't get the prize or com© 
near it. The fatal mistake was that 
turkey was spelled ‘*d-u-c-k.” 


The judges tinally reduced the list 
down to seven as follows: No. 24 (Mrs.

‘•The exactness of price and the esti 
mates of quantities were the points on 
which our decision was largely based.’’ 
said one of the judges last evening 
•*No. 24 was the only one which con 
tained turkey, oysters and soup.”

After the routine business of the 
council had been transacted last even­ 
ing a recess of an hour was taken and 
the council went into an unofficial se­ 
cret session with the officials of the 
Milwaukee, Benton Harbor & Colum­ 
bus road. At 12:80 the council reas­ 
sembled and voted to deliver to J. Mc­ 
Gregor Adams of Chicago, ono of the 
capitalists of the road, in consideration 
of a deed of the pieee of land bn which 
the canal bridge swings, valued at $10,- 
000, and for bridging Ox creek at both 
Main and Territorial streets, and for 
street repairs, work to the value of 
$5,000. 


The vote was unanimous, with the 
exception of the vote of Alderman Mc­ 
Donald. He favored the deal but his 
objection was based on the ground that 
the bonds ought to be sold and the cash 
pass through the hands of the treas­ 
urer. 


As Mr. Adams was willing to take all 
risks on the bonds the resolution in­ 
structing Mayor Bell to deliver the 
bonds carried and the bonds wore very 
soon in the hands of Mr. Adams and 
hours ago they have found their way 
into the third hands. 


The strip of land purchased has in­ 
volved the city into several lawsuits 
and the bargain is a good one. 
The 
city owns the canal bridge but has no 
land on which to swing it. 
It has al­ 
ready suffered several damage suits.

According to Chaueor, tho more well 
to do of the working clus.scii evidently 
s})cut a vast deal of time at the public 
house, eating aud drinking, telling idle 
taloH, playing at skittles when the 
weather was fine, singing rhymes of 
“Robin Hood,” or listening to fiddlers 
and pipers or to gleumen and janglers 
of jests—that is to siiy, ballad singers 
and professional story tellers. At high 
prime—tho hour in the middle of the 
forenoon when agricultural work broke 
off, as it still does, for a brief rest aud 
tilight meal—Langland speaks of tho 
plows standing idle in tho field while 
tho plowmen sit at tlie ale and sing 
“ How trolly lolly.’’ Tho cook conies 
out to tho tavern door and cries, “ Hot 
pies, hot!” and tho alewife fills pots of 
half and half by liouring penny ale aud 
pudding ale together. Indoors there is 
plenty of food in great variety for such 
as can afford it—bread aud broth, lyot* 
fuls of boiled peas and beaus, pieces of 
salt bacon, si:ewed fowls, frieil fish, 
baked meat* green cheese, curds and 
cream and baked apples. 


Poorer people had to be content with 
half peimy ale and broad not made of 
«^sleun wheat, but of oatmeal or beans 
and bran. Idlers are threatened that 
they “ shall eat of barley bread and of 
tho brook drink,” but it would seem 
that water drinking, except under some 
religious rule, was not conmion oven 
among the poor, who drank milk and 
mean ale—I suppose the same as what 
Langland elsewhere calls farthing ale, 
and not much more than water with a 
taste in it. In tho profuse uso of vege­ 
tables tho English of tho fourteenth 
century were like tho modern French 
peasantry. All through summer, till 
Lainroas tide broughjs harvest to tho 
croft aud new corn came to oheaping, 
occasional fowls and bacon were the 
mere embroidery npon the peas, leeks, 
cabbages, onions, parsley aud beans 
which, together with the coarse bread 
and the abimdant milk and choese, were 
tboalaideof poor people’# diet.—Goni» 
mu IfagaiiiM.

One of the features of the meeting of 
the common council last evening was 
the report of the committee on electric 
ights, made by Alderman Samuel 
Brown. 
The report recommended the 
placing of nine new arc lights in the 
city at the following places: 
A t the 
corner of Eighth and Elm streets, at 
Colfax and Harrison, at Broadway and 
Britain, at Jeflferson and High, East 
Main and Fourth, two on W est Main 
street, one on Lake Shore drive and 
one 
on Morton avenue near 
the 
college. 
Alderman 
Volheim, 
a 
member 
of 
the 
lighting 
com­ 
mittee, vigorously protested against 
the report, for he as a member of the 
committee had been ignored. 


Alderman S. Brown recommended 
that the city make a three years’ con­ 
tract with the St. Joseph & Benton 
larbor electric light company for 33 
arc lights at an annual expense of $8U 
])er year per light. The city now pays 
1588 per year for 24 lights, and the 38 
ights under thef proposed contract 
would cost $528 per year more than the 
amount paid at present. The city is 
now paying for electricity $2,112 per 
year and under the proposed contract 
would pay $2,(540. The report of the 
committee was accepted but action was 
deferred on the recommendation. 


Alderman Volheim and iiowe argued 
against the advisability of making 
three year’s contract when every year 
the price of electric lighting was rap­ 
idly decreasing 
The m atter will be 
struggled with later on. 
As an induce­ 
ment to the city to make a three year’s 
contract, the electric company olTored to 
put up a light on the river bridge free 
of expense if the contract for .33 liglit 
at $2,040 per year for three years was 
made. 


The people in the vicinity of Kd wards 
avenue on Morton hill showed theii 
modesty by asking the council to put 
up oil lamps in that section, the citi­ 
zens 
olTering 
to 
keep the lamps 
trimmed and lighted. 


The sum of $5U was voted Attorney 
Charles N. Sears to L-’o to Lansing to 
light the Tatman case against the 
city. 


The resignation of W. A. Clauser as 
a member of Wide Awake Hose com­ 
pany was accepted. 
Mayor Bell tilled 
the vacancy by the appointment of L 
D. Shetlield us a member of the com­ 
pany and M Startsel as assistant second 
chief. 


City Attorney Ellsworth reported 
that there was no statute providing for 
the control of children on the streets, 
unless they became disorderly,and that 
a curfew ordinance would only be a 
blulY and he was opposed to working 
blurt' legislation. There m ight be,some 
good accomplished along this line by 
instructing the police force to break 
up the resorts for children. 
The re­ 
port of the attorney was accepted and 
the curfew law was put av/ay In its lit­ 
tle grave. 


S. W arner was present to enter ob­ 
jection^ to the sewer assessment of Mrs. 
Thomas Spires 
Her assessment was 
reduced from $12 to $3. 
L. W. Cloa- 
felter also made a kick. 
His assess­ 
ment was $3 and his kick availed him 
nothing. The sewer assessment of H. 
Merry was reduced from $7.oU to $3.

WOULD BE A MISTAKE. 


A proposition is before the council to 
enter into a contract with the St. Jos­ 
eph and Benton Harbor electric com­ 
pany to furnish the city 33 arc li)?hts 
for three years at the annual rate of 
S80. 


In the first place it is a very question­ 
able business policy at the present 
time to add nine additional electric 
lights. Benton Harbor is not the roost 
prosperous city in the world just now. 
The city has not lately spread out over 
new territory and if the inhabitants 
could live in darkness during the boom 
times of the past, why cannot they hold 
out a little longer until the prosperity 
■ wave comes and the city will be in bet­ 
ter shape to stand additional taxes. 


In the second place, making a three 
years’ contract at a big price is very 
iinbusinesslike. The report of Labor 
Commistiioner Cox published last week 
showed that the ave»*age price paid for- 
arc lights 
in Michigan was $6 per 
month or $72 per year. This is $8 per 
year less than the price olTered by the 
local company on a long contract. 


A man in his private business would 
not make such a contract as proposed. 
I t remains to bo seen what the council 
will do for the city. It is safe to pre­ 
dict that no such contract will be made.

The c ity now p ay s 
$88 p e r y e a r fo r 24 lig h ts , a n d the 33 
lig h ts 
u n d e r th e 
p ro p o sed c o n tra e t 
w o u ld c o s t $528 p e r y e a r m o re th a n th e 
a m o u n t p aid a t p re s e n t. The c ity 
is 
now p a y in g fo r e le c tric ity $2,112 p e r 
y e a r a n d u n d e r th e p ro p o sed c o n tra c t 
w ould p ay $2.(i40. The r e p o r t of the 
com m iiL eo w as a c c e p te d but a c tio n w as 
d e fe rre d on tlie re c o ra in e n d u tio n . 


Alderman Volheim and Rowe argued 
against the advisability of making a 
three year's contract when every year 
the price of electric lighting was rap­ 
idly decreasing 
The matter will be 
struggled with later on. As an induce­ 
ment to the city to make a three year’s 
contract the electric comi)any olTereu t(j 
put up a light on the river bridge free 
of e.xpense if the contract for 33 ligl ts 
at $2,040 per year for three years v. as 
made.

A proposition is before tho council to 
enter into a contract with the St. Jos­ 
eph and Benton Harbor electric com­ 
pany to furnish the city 33 arc lights 
for three years at the annual rate of 
S80. 


In the first place it is a very question­ 
able business policy at the present 
time to add nine additional electric 
lights. Benton Harbor is not the roost 
prosperous city in the world just now. 
The city has not lately spread out over 
new territory and if the inhabitants 
could live in darkness during the boom 
times of the past, why cannot they hold 
out a little longer until the prosperity 
■wave comes and the city will be in bet­ 
ter shape to stand additional taxes. 


In the second place, making a three 
years’ contract at a big price is very 
unbusinesslike. The report of Labor 
Commistiioner Cox published last week 
showed that the avc’*age price paid for 
arc lights 
in Michigan was $« per 
month or $72 per year. This is $8 per 
year less than the price oiVered by the 
local company on a long contract. 


A man in his private business would 
not make such a contract as profwsed. 
It remains to be seen what the cpuncil 
will do for the city. It is safe to pre­ 
dict that no sucli contract will be made. 


The Christmas dinner contest of 
T h e Evening N ew s has closed and 
the prize awarded to the winner thi^ 
afternoon.

Xow ciin you 
lel! me w'hal it is'."" 


“ We are all very busy linding out 
what it doe.^ and how it manifests it- 
r'eli, but tlie most of us do not get to 
the. what it is. There is so mueh to 
lake up our time in applying it to prac­ 
tical iJurposes of life that we become 
salistied with what it does instead of 
pushing on in our search for what it is. 
Our great templation is to remain ag­ 
nostic as to whal it is, satislied with 
what it does. I told my friend that 
electricity was material spirit. 
He 
asked me what 1 meant by that and I 
answered tnat we do not have the 
slightest doubt as to its e.xistence but 
the essence of it we do not know. We 
may all, scieutistsand Christians,agree 
to call it spirit without assuming the 
existence of 
a personal, loving, su­ 
preme being from whom all things and 
all beings have come. 


•‘You call these your scientiflc deli- 
nitions. Why scientiiic? Because I 
have nob brought into the considera­ 
tion an element which some scientists 
do not yet accept. 
I have claimed 
simply what all will admit—viz: the ex­ 
istence of these various phenomena 
which we designate by electricity, co­ 
hesion, adhesion, gravitation, vegeta­ 
ble life, animal life, thought, reason, 
choice. No scienlist doubts their exis­ 
tence—*we distinguish them by what 
they do, not by what they are.’ 


After the lecture came a quiz in 
which the audience were invited to ask 
questions. A full half hour was spent 
in this way 
and many 
prolitable 
thoughts were brought out. The pro­ 
fessor will give another lecture at the 
Presbyterian church tonight.

BE CAREFUL. 


Helpless Birds That A re Driven to Death 
by Fierce Gales. 


Birds driven before the wind are toss­ 
ed about roloutlessly, and they rarely 
recover their balance after ouce being 
caught by the gale. 
Shore birds are 
either dashed upon the waves and iiiaile 
to swim for their lives or they are hurl­ 
ed violently against trees or other ob­ 
jects and Ijilled. Shore birds, when fao- 
ing a gale, will take every advantage of 
trees, houses and hills as defenses 
against the wind. They will close their 
w’ings and sink so close to the ground 
as to got the protecting shelter of a 
hedge fence, and then swoop up again 
w ith renewed headway. They frequent­ 
ly advance before the gale by a series 
of side evolutions, flying at right angles 
to the wind until they have attained cou 
siderahle velocity, and then wheeling 
about straight against the wind and 
making some headway before it over­ 
comes them. This operation is repeated 
continually until the desired place is 
reachcd. 


During our fall and early winter 
gales partridges and quail are quite fre­ 
quently blown out to sea by a strong 
hurricane, where some of them have 
been pickcd up by fishermen. In nearly 
all such instances they are caught by 
the gale when high in the air, and be­ 
fore they can recover themselves they 
are hurried out beyond the shore and 
dropped into the water. 
With their 
plumage soaked with the spray they in­ 
stantly become helpless and cannot 
reach the shore in the face of the wind. 
On our inland lakes and rivers this is a 
more common sight than along the 
ocean shore. 


When once blown out to sea, the 
shore birds have little chance of escape. 
Unable to battle against the heavy 
wind, they yield themselves to their 
fate and drift about mitil the storm 
subsides. By that time they are likely 
to bo so far from shore that they cannot 
reach it again, and they either fly or 
swim until they starve to death or die 
of exhaustion. Their dead bodii s, along 
W'ith those of the hapless guHs, terns 
and herons, are finally drifted upon 
some shore, %vhere the weaves leuvo them 
high and dry. After every heavy storm 
hundreds of such luckless victims e:m 
be found on the beaches of our Atlantio 
coast.—Our Animal Friends,

A Little Objection 
B ecause the 
Bonds Did Not Pass Through 
the Treasurer’s Hands. 


After the routine business of the 
council had been transacted last even­ 
ing a recess of an hour was taken and 
the council went into an unofficial se­ 
cret session with the officials of the 
Milwaukee, Benton Harbor & Colum­ 
bus road. At 12:^0 the council reas­ 
sembled and voted to deliver to J. Mc­

capitalists of the road, in considjration 
of a deed of the pieee of land on which 
the canal bridge swings, valued at $10,- 
000, and for bridging Ox creek at both 
Main and Territorial streets, and for 
street repairs, work to the value of 
$5.000. 


The vote was unanimous, with the 
exception of the vote of Alderman Mc­ 
Donald. He favored the deal but his 
objection was based on the ground that 
the bonds ought to be sold and the cash 
pass through the hands of the treas­ 
urer. 


As Mr. Adams was willing to take all 
risks on the bonds the resolution in­ 
structing Mayor Bell to deliver the 
bonds carried and the bonds were very 
soon in the hands of Mr. Adams and 
hours ago they haye found their way 
into the third hands. 


The strip of land purchased has in­ 
volved the city. into several lawsuits 
and the bargain is a good one. 
The 
city owns the canal bridge but has no 
land on which to swing it.

ready suffered several damage suits.

Meat mmd Drink In Old England. 


Accoi^ing to Cluuicer, the more well 
k> do of the working classea evidently 
spent a vast deal of time at the puhlia 
house, eating and drinking, telling idle 
tales, playing at skittles when the 
weather was flue, singing rhymes of 
“ Robin Hood,” or listening to fiddlers 
and pipers or to glcumou and jiuiglers 
of jests—that is to say, l)allad singers 
aud professional story tellers. At high 
prime—the hour in the middle of the 
forenoon when agricultural work broke 
off, as it still does, for a brief rest and 
slight meal—Langlaud speaks of the 
plows standing idle iu the field whilo 
the plowmen sit at the ale and sing 
“ How trolly lolly. ” The cook comes 
out to the tavern door and cries, “ Hot 
pies, hot!” and the ale wife fills pots of 
half und half by pouring i^euny ale aud 
pudding ale together. 
Indoors there is 
plenty of food iu great variety for such 
as can afford it—bread and broth, pot­ 
fuls of boiled peas aud beaus, pieces of 
salt bacon, stowed fowls, fried fish, 
baked meat, green cheese, curds and 
cream aud baked applea 


Poorer people had to be content witii 
half peuuy ale and broad not jnade of 
clean wheat, but of oatmeal or beans 
aud bran. Idlers are threatened that 
they “ shall eat of barley bread and of 
the brook drink, ” but it w’ould seem 
that w'ater drinking, except under some 
religious rule, was uot couunon even 
among the poor, who drank milk and 
mean ale—I suppose the same as what 
Langlaud elsewhere calls farthing ale, 
and uot much more than water w ith a 
taste iu it. In the profuse use of vege­ 
tables the English of the fourteenth 
century wore like the modern French 
peasimtry. All through summer, till 
Lammas tide brought harvest to the 
croft aud new com came to cheapiug, 
occasional fowls aud bacou were the 
mere embroidery upou the peas, leeks, 
cabbages, ouious, parsley and beaus 
which, together with the coarse bread 
and the abuudaut milk aud obeese* were 
the staple of poor people'i diet—Com* 
mu Magaaiue.
